It  Is  a  fact,  not  a  theory,  which  confront*  the 
nationa  in  the  Italian  occupatloR  -ef  Ithiopia. 
Italy  la  In  possession,  and  could  only  be  driven 
out  by  force.  This  was  made  absolutely  clear  in 
the  British  House  of  Commons  by  Premier  B^ild- 
wln  in  asking  the  House  to  vote  down  the  Labor 
Party's  motifjn  of  want  of  confldence  on  the 
.question  of  the  British  attitude  regarding  sanc- 
tions. The  Labor  Party,  supported  by  the  rem- 
nants of  Liberalism  In  Parliament,  wants  sanc- 
tions continued.  It  IS  not  at  all  clear  that  the 
Laborites  #ould  be  prepared  .to  support  war  in 
'whirh  Great  Britain  wmild  be  engaM' d  a.s  a  result 
of  such  a  cour.se,  .but  they  oppose  the  National 
Government  for  polit,icaI  reasons,  and  hence  the 
VOli  of  want  of  Confidence,  which  was  over- 
whelmingly rejected  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  forthcoming  gathering  of  tlie  Council  of 
th*  League  of  Nations  will  kbollsh  sanctions.  Not 
one  of  the  countries  cnncerned  wants  to  go  to 
war  with  Italy.  The  question  should  never  be  one 
of  partisan  polities,  because  it  is  a  matter  of 
^ternatlonal  con.sent,  and  the  fact  that  the 
Labor  Party  in  Great  Britam  has  introduced  the 

deliberations  at  Geneva  Moreover,  it  will  not 
prove  of  practical  assistance  if  plans  are  devised 
iw  IKS  nCawiatln  >i  Wii  Imm*    llatla«s  ani 

thi»  drawing  up  of  a  new  Cofenant  under  which 
it  might  operate  more  satisfactorily  than  in  the 
past.  It  Is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  partisanship  that 
ha.s  been  an  ob.stacle  in  the  way  of  the  promotion 
of  International  peace.  National  consciousness 
and  class  consciousness  stand  in  the  way  of  .the 
peiice  of  the  world.  It  i.s  the  ta.sk  of  statesinan- 
shlp  to  see  how,  In  the  major  matter  of  inrevcnt- 
is^miur,  these  can  be  obTiated.  ■

Mr.  De  Chair  men- 
tions some  of  these  which  would  be  available  in 
the  Old  Country,  and  similar  lines  of  effort  are 
possible  in  any  country.  Every  effort  would  be 
made  to  employ  to^e  fullest  advantage  of  the 
members  the  enforced  leisure  which  they  now 
enjoy  or  suffer  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  or 
title  "National  Labor  Reserve"  Is  open  to  the 
objection  that  it  may  be  taken  to  relal*  only  to 
manual  and  mechanical  trades.  Perhaps  "Na- 
tional Service  Reserve"  would  better  suit  the  per-

There  was  an  evidence  of  this  In  the  presentation 
last  evening  during  the  course  of  the  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  of 
the  hiKh  aw  (rd  of  the  Frederick  Newton  Oisborne 
Starr  Medal  to  Sir  Frederick  Banting,. Dr.  Charles 
Best  and  Dr.  J.  B.  CoUip  for  outstanding  accom- 
pli.lunruti.  Tliese  doctors  are  known  through- 
qut  the  medical  world,  particularly  the  former 
for  his  noted  discfovery  of  insulin  for  the  treat- 
ment of  diabetes.  This  discovery,  which  has  been 
demonstrated  As  a  cure  tn  so  many  cases  and  as 
an  alleviating  agency  In  others,  has  marked  a 
step  fprward  in  medicine  that  has  obtains^  the 
widest  possible  recognition 

Due  tribute  Was  paid  by  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity last  evening  to  the  achlcvcmcnt.s  of  the 
country's  leading  doctors,  .so  many  of  whom  are 
now, here  in  convention.  It  was  a  recognition 
richly  deserved,  and  no  doubt  fully  appreciated 
lyr  the  visitors.  The  importance  of  the  gathering 
and  the  wide  outlook  on  the  subject  of  health 
generally  expressed  by  the  speakers  at  the  various 
sessions  have  made  a  deep  Impression,  and  con- 
veyed the  knowledge  that  the  physical  welfare 
of  tlie  people  of  the  country  is  in  es.<ientially  able 
hands.-.  Canada,  Indeed,  may  be  said  to  be.  doing 
more  than  her  share  of  highly  successful  research 
work,  and  In  addition  she  hxs  a  most  competent- 
medical  service  from  coast  to  coast. 


In  some  form  or  other  a  Friendly  Help  Welfare 
organization  has  been  working  in  this  commu- 
nity for  many  years  past,  and  there  never  has 
been  any  doubt  about  the  efHcacy  of  its  efforts. 
In  recent  years  its  energies  have  been  largely 
confined  to  what  Is  called  social  i^ork.  It  has 
those  In  its  personnel  who  are  competent  in 
qarrying  on  what  Is  known  as  case  work,  getting 
into  personal  touch  with  Individuals  laboring 
under  .some  hanSicap  where  advice  Is  jQ^edcd, 
giving  relief  In  cases  of  urgent  emergency  and 
holding  ever  In  view  as  a  main  motlvc'-t-n*-  rfts- 
toratlon  of  ha[)piness  In  homes  from  which  ap- 
peals emanate  becau.se  of  some  trouble  or  other. 
The  Frledly  Help  operates  in  Greater  Victoria. 
There  are  many  scores  of  families  that  have 
experienced  Its  beneficent  agencies  which  have  to 
be  carried  on  throuKh  philanthropic  support. 

A  letter  whu  h  recently  appeared  in  this  news- 
paper from  Rev.  F.  Comley,  the  president,  and 
*fr.  F.  ff.  Winslow.  the  chairman  of  the  finance 
committee  of  the  Friendly  Help  Welfare  Associa- 
tion, drew  attention  to  the  handicaps  under 
wtiieti  the  Tsrganizatlon  is  laboring  through  In- 
sufncunt  funds.  There  is.  undoubtedly,  a  well- 
founded  desire  on  the  part  of  all  our  people  to 
keep  «  very  element  of  the  community  well  in  a 
social  sense  The  nature  of  the  duties  Which  the 
Friendly  Help  has  undertaken  is  perhaps  not 
widely  enough  understood.  They  are,  in  fact, 
confidential  duties  which  cannot  be  made  public, 
because  they  relate  to  family  affairs  They  in- 
clude the  task  of  doing  what  is  possible  to  keep 
those  In  poor  circumstances  physically  weH.  with 
particular  relation  to  the  children  of  poor  fam- 
ilies. What  is  known  as  family  case  work  has 
many  ramincatlons,  and  all  effort  Is  towards 
ameliorating  the  lot  of  tho!?e  with  whom  the 
Friendly  Help  deals.  This  is  a  task  which  should 
appeal  to  all  who  are  benevolently-minded  in 
Greater  Victoria  The  Friendly  Help  needs  funds.

Credit 
Is  Just  as  Important  to  a  nation  as 
to  an  individual  or  a  busing  or- 
ganisation. The  affairs  of  the  na- 
tions would  be  In  a  more  harmo- 
nious Male  If  the  leaders  of  all  the 
nations  could  be  trusted.  But  so 
many  treaties  liave  been  broken,  ao 
many  pacts  repudiated  and  so  many 
agreements  violated  that  the  world 
has  been  reduced  to  a  state  of  In- 
ternational moral  bankruptcy.  If 
all  the  members  of  the  original 
Lsague  of  Nations  had  kept  the 
faittr  the  dream  oi  the  poet  of  a 
parliament  of  man  and  a  federation 
of  the  world  might  have  been  real- 
ized.

In  this  or  that  respect,  to  anieUorate 
the  lot  of  man.  The  former  think  that  they  can 
achieve  their  marvels  by  means  of  a  brand-new 
political  con.stitutlon,  or  a  cunningly-constructed 

^Instrument  of  government,  or  a  system  of  taxa- 
tion so  perfect  that  It  will  suit  the  thrifty  and  the 
unthrifty  equally  well.  or. a  series  of  tricks  with 
the  currency,  or  a  "planned  economy"  guaran- 
teed to  provide  every  man  with  a  Job  and, a  dis- 
position to  be  contented  with  It.  Utopian  projects 
of  this  ambitious  kind  have  been  dl,scu.s.sed  pretty 
fully  In  the  past  few  years,  and  the  public  arc 
rather  tired  of  them.  An  English  Member  of  Par- 
liament. Mr  Somerset  De  Chair,  has  recently  put 
forward  a  modest  plan  to  improve  the  status  of 
the  unemployed.

In  explaining  this  plan  Mr.  JDe  Chair  states 
that,  as  they  are  at  present,  the  unemployed  are 
a  hotbed  for  revolutionary  propatfanda  To  .stir 
up  and  .strengthen  rcsenlmyiLin  the  breasts  of 
men  who  have  suffered  from  the  evils  of  unem- 
plojrment  fw  months  and  years  is  a  congenial 
task  for  the  revolutionaries.  Of  course,  it  re- 
quires no  particular  cleverness  but  merely  a 
capacity  for  ml.schief -making  Mr  De  Chair  s 
idea  Is  that  the  unemployed  should  be,  and  might 
•asUy  be,  the  friends  and  support«vs  of  the  Con- 
stitution nnd  a  .sotircc  of  strength  to  the  country. 
Instead  of  a  political  menace:  If  his  views  pre- 
vail and  his  proposals  result  tn  definite  action 
in  the  Old  Country,  the  experiment  will  be 
watched  with  close  interest  In  other  lands,  and 
hoi  laaal  in  Canada.
